1HE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  MAESTEG 
AND  DISTRICT  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  FROM  JANUARY 
1st  TO  DECEMBER  31st,  1928. 


The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  sub¬ 
mitting  to  their  Constituents  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report, 
statement  of  Accounts,  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  the  31st  day  of  December,  1928. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  trying  period  for  all  who  have 
at  heart  the  welfare  of  our  work.  This  has  been  due  chiefly 
because  so  many  of  oui  supporters  are,  and  have  been  for  long 
periods,  unemployed.  We  are  grateful  that  matters  in  this 
respect  turned  out  somewhat  better  than  was  at  one  time 
expected.  Considering  all  the  circumstances,  we  think  that; 
you  will  agree  that  we  have  come  thiough  with  some  credit. 
This  has  been  possible  by  exercising  the  strictest  supervision  on 
expenditure,  providing  only  the  goods  really  essential.  This 
policy,  whilst  it  is  all  that  we  could  do  during  the  period  under 
ieview,  means  that  in  the  near  future  we  shall  have  to  provide 
tor  renewals  in  all  tranches.  Therefore,  we  trust  that  the 
“Silver  Lining”  will  shortly  appear  in  our  area,  until  all  the 
clouds  are  scattered  away,  making  room  for  a  comparative 
prosperity  that  we  feel  is  overdue. 

We  have  again  been  much  encouraged  by  your  united  and 
wholehearted  response  to  our  appeals.  This  is  a  striking  tribute 
to  the  fact  that  our  movement  is  one  that  touches  the  hearts 
and  the  Dockets — the  emotion  and  the  intellect — of  the  whole 
district  that  we  have  the  honour  to  represent,  for  which  we 
are  very  thankful.  We  shall  endeavour  in  the  future  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  make  our  Hospital  still  greater  than  it  has  been. 
With  this  in  view,  we  have  recently  appointed  Dr.  Ivor  J. 
Davies,  M.D.,  B.S.,  F.R.C.P.,  as  Consulting  Physician,  also 
Dr.  Robert  D.  Owen,  B.Sc.,  F.R.C.S.,  in  place  of  the  late  Dr. 
A.  Mason  Jones.  We  have  further  improved  the  X-Ray 
apparatus  during  the  year. 
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It  is  with  deep  and  sincere  regret  that  we  have 
to  place  on  record  the  great  loss  we  have  sustained 
bv  the  death  of  three  of  our  valued  friends  and 
supporters  during  the  year,  namely : — 

Lord  Buckland,  our  first  Patron,  with  such  tragic 
suddenness. 

Dr.  W.  Kirkby,  L.R.C.P.  and  S.,  L.R.F.P.  and  S., 
who,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  the 
Committee’s  first  Medical  Adviser,  when  our 
movement  was  in  its  infancy. 

Dr.  A.  Mason  Jones,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  one  of  our 
Consulting  Surgeons,  who  in  the  short  period 
he  had  visited  the  Hospital  had  become  very 
popular  with  all  whom  he  came  in  contact  with. 

We  deeply  sympathise  with  Lady  Buckland, 
Mrs.  Kirkby,  and  Mrs.  Mason  Jones,  and  their 
respective  families,  in  their  much  lamented  loss. 


Turning  to-  our  accounts  for  the  year,  we  find  that  on 
Capital  Account  our  expenditure  has  been  small,  thus  enabling 
£979  to  be  paid  of  our  Loan  Account.  On  Income  and 
Expenditure  (Maintenance)  Account  our  income  is  down 
,£834  2S.  6d.  and  expenditure  by  £67,8  8s.  yd.,  as  compared 
a\  ith  the  previous  yeai .  The  difference  between  these  figures 
more  than  accounts  foi  the  deficit  on  the  year.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  in  comparing  the  two  accounts  with  past  years 
that  we  placed  all  Income  to  Maintenance  Account  for  one-third 
of  the  year,  and  that  this  account  had  to  bear  a  new  charge, 
viz.,  the  first  half  year’s  Interest  on  Loan  Account. 

From  the  Statistics  you  will  note  that,  with  one  exception, 
all  show  a  substantial  decrease.  Our  X-ray  and  Massage 
Departments,  as  was  to  be  expected,  show  a  big  increase  in 
the  volume  of  work  done,  and  these  figures  represent  the  work 
of  two-thirds  of  the  year,  as  the  departments  were  closed  for 
the.  other  third. 

One  very  pleasing  item  in  our  income  is  the  fact  that 
Annual  Subscriptions  for  the  first  time  in  our  history  come  to 
over  £700.  Mrs.  Rees  and  Miss  Ray  Morgan  (Hon.  President 
and  Hon  Secretary  respectively)  ,  as  well  as  the  lady  collectors, 
are  very  proud  of  th:s  splendid  achievement.  We  think  that 
their  pride  is  justified  as,  considering  the  abnormal  circum¬ 
stances  prevailing  during  the  period  they  made  the  collection, 
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the  best  we  dared  hope  for  was  to  hold  our  own,  but  the  final 
figures  show  an  increase  of  over  ^76  on  the  previous  best.  We 
feel  sure  that  you  will  unite  with  us  in  according  to  all  of  them 
our  very  warmest  thanks  for  their  remarkable  work.  May  they 
feel  much  joy  in  their  hearts  from  the  knowledge  that  their 
efforts  are  greatly  appreciated,  not  only  by  us,  but  by  all  who 
are  interested  in  our  movement. 

We  also  place  on  record  our  best  thanks  to  Messrs,  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company,  Limited,  for  their  handsome 
response  to  our  appeal.  They  have  become  annual  subscribers 
of  Twentv  Pounds  (half-year  of  which  was  paid  last  year) . 

We  convey  our  hearty  thanks  to  our  Linen  Guild  for  their 
donation  of  One  Hundred  Guineas,  and  for  their  solid  work 
week  by  week.  We  trust  that  Mrs.  Hartshorn  (Hon.  President) 
will  return  to  us  shortly,  restored  to  a  fuller  measure  of  health 
than  she  has  enjoyed  for  some  time. 

To  all  workers  on  behalf  of  our  fi.nrs  by  organising 
tunctions  in  aid  thereof,  all  donors,  and  those  who  arranged 
box  collections  and  Church  collections,  we  acknowledge  our 
indebtedness,  and  recoid  our  cordial  thanks.  The  efforts  made 
herein  are  ver3^  highly  valued,  and  have  substantially  helped 
us  to  keep  the  “open  door”  at  the  Hospital. 

Our  President  has  responded  to  our  call  for  assistance  on 
many  occasions,  and  merits  our  sincere  thanks.  We  congratu¬ 
late  him  011  his  elevation  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County 
of  Glamorgan,  likewise  Mr.  A.  E.  Lockyer,  who  represents 
the  Maesteg  Urban  District  Council  on  our  Committee,  on  a 
similar  honour.  Both  he  and  his  Council  do  a  great  deal  to 
nelp  us  annually,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 

The  services  of  our  honorary  officers  haVe  been  at  our  dis¬ 
posal,  and  we  thank  them  for  all  they  have  done  on  our  behalf. 

Air.  T.  Lloyd  has  again  looked  after  our  Wireless  Set,  and 
charged  our  accumulator  as  required  entirely  without  any  charge 
whatsoever.  The  expenses  as  shown  in  the  statement  thereof 
are  charged  at  net  invoice  prices.  We  thank  him  very  much 
for  his  labour  of  love. 

The  Hon.  Medical  Officers,  Consultants,  Matron,  and  Staff 
have  all  worked  hard.  The  many  letters  received  and  the 
acknowledgments  published  in  the  “Glamorgan  Advertiser” 
from  patients  and  their  friends  testify  to  the  central  fact  that 
they  give  satisfaction.  We  heartily  endorse  the  grateful  words 
of  thanks  conveyed  to  them. 
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We  congratulate  Probationer  Nurse  Lilian  George  upon  her 
ruccess  in  passing  the  Preliminary  State  Examination.  She  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  Swansea  to  complete  her  training  in  January,  1929. 
We  shall  watch  her  career  with  interest,  and  wish  her  the  best 
of  goodwill  in  her  work  for  the  final  examination. 

To  our  old  friends,  the  proprietors  of  the  “  Glamorgan 
Advertiser.”  we  convey  our  heartiest  thanks.  The  able  backing 
given  by  the  Editor  (Mr.  A.  J.  Lloyd)  to  our  numerous  appeals 
is  much  appreciated.  The  welfare  of  our  movement  is  near 
to  their  hearts,  and  we  are  truly  grateful  for  the  great  space 
they  give  to  it  every  week. 

To  all  who  gave  gifts  in  kind,  and  those  who  assisted  there¬ 
with,  for  donations  to  our  Christmas  Fund,  and  everyone  who 
helped  us  in  any  way  during  the  year,  we  convey  our  very  best 
thanks. 

In  conclusion,  we  appeal  to  all  friends  to  act  as  missionaries 
on  our  behalf  during  the  coming  year.  With  one  or  two  out¬ 
standing  cases,  we  have  secured  all  workmen  who  are  organised 
in  groups  to  become  contributors,  through  their  employers  or 
one  of  themselves  acting  as  stewards,  but  there  still  remains 
a  good  number  of  individuals  who  follow  occupations  without 
any  trade  organisation,  or  other  pals  to  help  them.  We  desire 
to  appeal  to  everyone  to  help  us  during  the  coming  year  to 
secure  the  100  per  cent,  as  contributors  to  our  funds  by  directing 
them  to  interview  our  Secretary  or  one  of  our  collectors.  All 
that  is  asked  is  that  everyone  shall  contribute  on  a  uniform 
basis  during  the  period  they  are  employed.  We  assure  everyone 
that  thev  shall  receive  every  opportunity  we  can  give  them  by 
arranging  the  collection  of  the  weekly  quota  in  such  a  way  as 
will  meet  their  wishes.
